Samuel Insull, immigrant English 


clerk, built a 54,000,000,000 utilities em- 
pire only to see it collapse when the 
intricacies of its vast financial struc- 
ture got beyond his control in the lean 
years of 1931 and 1932. 


As an 
electrical 
expert, 
Insull 


launched power and light projects un- 
til a network of his stations served 37 
states and parts of Canada. In ad- 
dition to production of electricity, he 
controlled gas companies and electri- 
fied urban and suburban rail routes. 


As a financier, he formed huge in 


vestment Imsls to insure retention o 
control of his operating companic 
against stock raids by business rivals 
-TheAffairs of his companies—merci 
lessly buffeted by the slock market de 
dines of 1929, 1930 and 1931—becami 
hopelessly entangled. 


The largest of these, Middle Wcs 


Utilities, a $3,000,000,000 holding con- 
cern, went into receivership in April 
1032. Following its failure, Insull Util- 
ities Investments, Inc., and Corpora- 
tion Securities Company, capitalized 
jointly at nearly half a billion dol-

E HAVE done a lot of talking of late about the unfortified 


frontier between the United States and Canada, and 


about the "centnry of peace" between the two nations. But 
mostly we haven't bothered to find out much about the back- 
ground of this phenomenon; we seem to figure that Amer- 
icans and Canadians are just naturally more virtuous than 
other peoples and that their peaceful friendship is the logical 
result of that fact. 


A Jbit of this unknown background is being unfolded cur- 


rently in a pleasant little celebration at an old windmill on the 
St. Lawrence river a mile east of Prescott, Out. 
* -x * 


IT SEEMS that in 1838 a band of some 300 Americans crossed 
I the border, bent on destroying a garrison of British regu- 
lars at Port Wellington, in the town of Prescott. Relations be- 
tween Canada and England were somewhat strained at the, 
time, and a considerable faction in Canada was seeking inde- 
pendence : the Americans, for one reason or another, were out 
to see that the Canadian revolutionists got their wish. 


:So the invasion took place. It fizzled rapidly. The at- 


tack on Fort Wellington failed, the Americans established 
themselves in the old stone windmill, the Britishers laid siege 
to the place, and after a couple of days of fighting the Amer- 
icans surrendered. A few of the leaders were hanged and the 
rest were imprisoned ; and that was all there was to it.

Extensive Tests of Paralysis Preventive Likely 


This Summer 


(Tills is the sixth and conclud- 


ing article by Dr. Fishhein on the 
problem of infantile paralysis.) 


Recent years have seen the develop- 


ment of two procedures in the control 


more often in grown-ups than in chil- 
d/en. In children the sense of smell 
seems to return %vithin a few weeks in 
the vast majority of cases.

damages the nerves of smell to such 
a,n extent that there is a loss of the 
sense of smell for a long period of 
time, if not permanently. Obviously 
this is not 9 desirable effect. 


This effect seems to occur much 


solution is held for a long time in con- 
tact with the tissues of the nervous 
system, there may be some pain. The 
investigators are now working out 
methods which may overcome this un- 
desirable complication. 


Finally, it must be remembered that 


the method is not permanent but will 
protect only for a period fo perhaps a 
month or six weeks, after which the 
method may have to be repeated. No 
doubt during the summer the appear- 
ance of epidemics of infantile paralysis 
may make possible more extensive and 
tatter controlled tests and thus prove 
either the value of this method of pre- 
vention or jts failure. 


As has already been mentioned, 


among the most difficult of the cases 
are those in which there is paralysis 
of the ability to breathe. The famous 
case of the Snite boy is an example in 
which the use of the new device, 
known as the iron lung, has been of 
great value.

Witfi more 
and more research and with greater 
facilities for the care of the crippled, 
the future is not discouraging.

Profession: Surgeon. 
Income: As to his income, I can 


only report that, in delirium, I 
have heard him refer to his in- 
come tax as "highway robbery." 
. . . A good nurse does not inject 
personal interpretations into a 
bedside record. (N.T., p. 125.) 


Intelligence: 
His intelligence 


»nd professional skill are reported 


to be of high order. His operating 
technique is said to be so exacting 
that young nurses have 
been 


known to faint when informed 
that they were to assist him, and 
to run temperatures after helping 
at one of his operations. 


Emotional Reactions: His emo- 


tional reactions are so varied and 
unusual as to afford an instruc- 
tive study. 
Our text asserts 
that a patient should be an inter- 
esting study to an alert nurse. The 
nurse who failed to find X inter- 
esting would be phlegmatic, in- 
deed. 


Personal Description: X is a tall, 


spare, blond man of the sanguine 
type which always looks as if it 
had just scrubbed its face, neck, 
and ears with a brush and green 
soap, 'and rinsed with ice water. 
His eyebrows are arrogant; his 
nose is one of the lofty kind which 
seem especially designed for snort- 
ing. His eyes, which are very blue, 
habitually wear what can only be 
described as a "be-damned-to- 
you" expression. 


Manifestation of Symptoms: X

The cause of Insull's downfall was 


given by economists as too steadfast a 
belief during the boom stock market 
days of Ihe late '20s lhat "a new and 
lusting era of prosperity had arrived." 


Stock in Middle West Utililies ad- 


vanced to $570 a share in 1929. Insull 
became imbued with the idea of "a 
new era." He changed his former 
conservative methods as a financier. 


Slock issues were splil and slock div- 


idends substituted for cash payments. 
In 1929, he became alarmed over the 
rapidity with which slocks in his op- 
ernling companies were being bought 
up by eastern capital. He became con- 
vinced thai rivals were allempling lo 
gain control of his huge system, - 


He began buying stocks in his own 


companies at high prices—determined, 
that the Insull empire should not pass 
into other hands. At one time, he 
was reported to have offered a prem- 
ium 
of ?50 a share above market 


prices for certain slocks believed lo be 
held by Cyrus Ealon of Cleveland and 
associates.

His only resources were three pen- 


sions of $6,000 each voted lo him by the 
directors of a trio of his Largest com- 
panies. 
Every cent otherwise had 


been thrown into the scales in a vain 
atlempl lo tip the balance in his favor. 


He had sat on the boards of 85 cor- 


porations, been chairman of 65 and 
president of 11. At Ihe high water 
mark he controlled public utilities 
worth $4,000,000,000 in Ihe open market, 
and had a personal fortune estimatde 
at 5100,000,000. 


But 51 years after he had slarled 


his American career as secretary to 
Ihomas Alva Edison, he was left at the 
age of 72 without fortune and he went 
to France to "find some litlle place 
which was cheap" where he could 
'resl up a bit." 


Insull was a stenographer for Ed- 


ison's London agent when the latter, 
m a loiter to the great inventor, said: 
•I am 
dictaling 
Ihis lo a young 


Englishman who would make a good 
secretary to you." Edison sent for the 
<!U-year old assistant. 


A decade later the Englishman was 


a vice-president of the General Elec- 
tric company and the directors of the 
Chicago Edison company asked him 
to recommend a president for their 
concern. 
Insull nominated himself 


and went west tb lay Ihe foundations 
lor one of America's largest industrial 
empires. 


In the midst of his greatest activily 


Insull found lime lo head Ihe Chicago 
Civic Opera. 
The organization was 


losing u million dollars a year when 
he took it over in 1921. He raised a 
guaranty fund of $500,000 a year for 
five years, but the guarantors never 
had to pay the full amounl of their 
pledges. 


His big achievement in this line was 


erection of a huge combination opera 
house and office building, the aim be- 
ing to endow the opera with the renls 
of the offices. The structure is one 
ol the landmarks of the city 


Gas and Electric company, a Midland 
subsidiary, and brought a liaison be- 
Iween Ihe gas and eleclric industries 
which was a revelation to those who 
had thoughl Ihe Iwo products natural 
competitors. 


He accepted the receivership of one 


of the five elevated railway lines do- 
ing business in Chicago, and in 1924 he 
effecling a consolidation which made 
him chairman of the Chicago Rapid 
Transit company, a merger of all the 
lines. 


An intei-urban route had been built 


Ihrough Indianapolis, Soulh Bend, Ft. 
waukee. Insull obtained control ot 
it in 1910, ran its trains over the ele- 
vated Iracks to the Chicago loop, and 
offered a Iwo-hour service 
between 


the cities. 


In 1925 he acquired the Chicago, 


Soulh Shore and Soulh Bend eleclric 
railroad, and developed, through the 
inlerurban lines of other utilily cor- 
porations which he headed, connect- 
ing traction service from Louisville, 
from Evanston, north Chicago, to Mil- 
Wayne and Chicago, to Milwaukee. 


In world war days Insull dropped 


all his business matters to become 
chairman of the Illinois slate council of 
defense. In anolher nalional crisis, Ihe 
unemployment emergency of 1931-32, 
he freed his son, Samuel, Jr., from 
all duties with Ihe Insull corporalions 
so lhal Ihe younger man mighl de- 
vote all of his lime lo relief work. 


Excepl for a yearly Irip lo Europe, 


Insull remained close to his desk. He 
arrived at his office at 7:30 a. m. and 
usually was Ihere unlil after 
five 


o'clock at night. His summer home was 
the 4,600 acre Hawthorn farm near 
Libertyville, 111., and he commuted 
from and lo il daily on one of his 
own eleclric railways. 


Of Ihe 4,600 acres on his farm, 3,600 


were planted lo crops or devoted lo 
stock raising, while a thousand were 
Jn woodlands. 
The finest

horses in America were in his barns 
and he was president of the American 
Suffolk Horse Association. 


Several universities conferred hon- 


orary degrees on Insull and he was a 
member of clubs in London, Chicago 
and other cities.

Insull debarked in New York at 


mid-afternoon and arrived at 6 o'clock 
that night at Edison's home in Menlo 
Park. N. J. They dined together and 
W,jd\ l° Work> At m'dnight Edison 


"Well boy, you'd better get some 
eep. Im going to want you again 


at six in the morning." 


Within a few years young Insull 


was caring for almost all the business 
Jiiairs of the famous inventor, apply- 
ing a native administrative genius to 
the problems of marketing electricily 
und electrical inventions. 


He helped to organize the various 


Edison companies, including the Elec- 
Inc Tube company, the Edison Lamp 
comP»"y. and the Edison 
Machine 


works. When Hie various Edison plant* 
were consolidated into Edison General 
hloctric company in 1889, Insull was 
made second vice-president 


Three years later Insull became pres- 


ident of the Chicago Edison company, 
one of the dozen concerns that served 
the various sections of Chicago with 
light and power. He went to work on 
a consolidation and in 1907 consum- 
mated the merger which left Com- 
monwealth Edison as the only pro-

Not Farmer Alone 


General Public Sometimes 


Gets More Benefits 


Than Farmer 


A great many people think Hint al 


of the money appropriated each yea 
by congress for tho United States De 
partment of Agriculture is used entire 
ly for the benefit of the farmer, bu, 
this is not the case, accord in if to H. H 
Huskey, president. Hempstcad County 
Farm Bureau. 


In fact, he said, some of tho metro- 


politan press has been playing up the 
total appropriation for the Departmen 
of 
Agricullure as illustrating how 


much fanners are receiving from the 
government, when as a matter of fact 
Mr. Huskey points out. a large share 
of the tola] appropriations are devotee 
to projects from which the genera] 
public really gets more direct benefit.' 
than farmers. 


It 'is true thai fanners right here in 


rlempslead county who co-operate with 
the farm program receive benefit pay- 
ments and that a part of the funds ap- 
propriated for Agricultural Extension 
and similar work by the federal gov- 
ernment is spent in Hompstead coun- 
ty, primarily for the benefit of the 
farmer, but 
all the citizenship of 


Hempstead county benefits indirectly 
through better agricultural conditions 
resulting from use of these funds in 
this county. 


However, much of the money set 


aside for the Department of Agricul- 
ture is used for the general good. For 
example, Mr. Huskey states that the 
total appropriation for the Department 
of Agriculture aggregating 57(11,479,000 
includes approximately $200.000,000 for 
highways, streets and elimination of 
grade crossings of which only 520,- 
000.000 is for farm-to-market roads or 
secondary roads; nearly 55,000,000 for 
the Weather'Bureau; more than S5,- 
000,000 for meat inspection; over 52,- 
000.000 for administration of the Food 
and Drugs Act. All of these projects 
are just as important to the general 
public. In addition, the appropriations 
for carrying out (lie Soil Conscrvatoin 
and Domestic Allotment Act totaling 
5485,000,000 are also included in tho 
Department of Agriculture appropria- 
tions. The highway appropriations and 
AAA appropriations combined repre- 
sent a total of approximately SG85.- 
000,000 of the total appropriations of 
approximately §761,000,000 to the De- 
partment.
